AN AMUSING I.KTTER. 


LONDON, Oct. 12.—The Daily News on 


Friday published the translation of a Ion" 
and amusing letter sent home by one ol 
the natives of Ceylon, who has been at- 
tached to the Colonial Exhibition here, 
The following extracts will, no doubt, be 
quite as thoroughly appreciated in Amer- 
ica as they are In London: "The 
En- 


glishman Here is a very common Individ- 
ual, and when he comes to Ceylon he is a 
great man; but a black man is a greal 
niun in England." 
After 
describing the 


Crystal Palace he says: "I hear that peo- 
ple go there to make love. I can't be- 
lieve It, but I saw one or two ladies kiss- 
Ing gentlemen. The women of England 
are very bad; many of them don't like 
1helr husbands because the latter drink 
too much and beat them. 
Then they run 


away with other men. One case was 
heard a few days ago, where the people 
were of high caste. There are several 
theaters. Ten minutes will take yon 
to 
one. 
The 
Knglish 
people 
are 


very 
fond of going out in the night, 


and It Is owing to tills that there are so 
many theaters. It is siild some are good 
and some bud. In the good ones the 
charges are high, but to the low ones one 
can go for one shilling. For everything 
coal is used; firewood cannot be got, 
und charcoal, therefore, is very scarce 
and dear. 
Owing to this the people 


don't clean their teeth. 
You must see 


the teeth of the low class of Knglish 
women; they are quite ereeu. You will 
be surprised 
to hear that brandy und 


whisky cannot be got everywhere here. 
Everybody drinks beer, and it is strong 
beer. There aie no liquor shops like the 
1'eltah, on Main street, with a back door 
to lot people In. The ginshop is called 
a public house, and eacli has a name on 
the door. The horse-keepers only drink 
"In. 
Saturday Is a very bad day here. 


This must be because it is pay-day and 
every man goes to a beer shop. 
Some 


take their wives, too, and drink, and 
sing, and fight. 
There are places where, 


the bad women come to and rob the 
men. It must be owing to this that the 
wives don't like their husbands and run 
awuy."

And it is not strange that young girls, 
who have to work hard, for life in the chorus 
is one of tho most wearing employments pos- 
sible- for a girl to go into; are temjited by tho 
prospect of a jolly supper aud an hour's fun 
where they can pour tho tale of (.heir troubles 
into sympathetic ears, and, too, there is al- 
ways the possibility of securing a fimmoial 
"backer." 
For thero is not a girl hi the 


chorus who is not perfectly certain that she is 
destined to shiire as a star. All she needs is in- 
fluence and a littlo money to start her. To 
tell tho truth the backer rarely materializes, 
but tho girl wears better clothes and some- 
times leaves her fourth-story ball bedroom 
for a comfortable Hat. Sometimes she gets 
married, sometimes 
she commits suicide, 


sometimes f}\u goes nobody knows « here, she 
always disappears, anil her plui1'1 is taken on 
the stage and at the restaurant tablo by 
others as fair, as frail and as foolish as her- 
self. 


Stage door romances we have in abund- 


ance. They are but Countless variations of 
the sickening tale bf man's inhumanity to 
woman. Yet on the whole these stories are 
generally overdrawn. There are hundreds of 
young women, occupying suliordiuato posi- 
tions on the stage, who are as correct in their 
lives, 03 modest in their demeanor o(F the 
stage, as good daughters and as faithful 
wives as their more fortunate Msters who oc- 
cupy tho boxes and look with uiletted horror 
upon their abundant display of figure. 
Im- 


morality docs not aluttys array itself in 
tights by any manner of means. It is the 
"fast" ones who bring themselves into no- 
toriety, that is all. Stories of tbrii- escapades 
are tho talk of tho town for a few weeks, and 
fche whole profession 
is judged in tho 


public mind by these by no means fair sam- 
ples, and the stories told by thu hangers-on 
about the stage door go to swell tho mass of 
untruthful gossip. 
The dude who waits 


patiently at thu stage door for u glimpse of 
the object of his admiration, anil whoso de- 
votion is only rewarded by a cold nod of 
recognition, does not tell tho story of the way 
in which he was "left" at his ciuli or over his 
glass of lemon and vichy at the bar 
If ho is 


rallied on his amour in a half-envious way by 
his fellow dudes, he has a fully developed and 
wholly imaginary story to substantiate his 
reputation as a Don Juan, or, what is often 
worse, he is silent and winks. A wink will 
do more to destroy a girl's good name than 
the most ingeniously concocted lie. Once in 
a while one of these fellows comes to grief. A 
friend of mine, who has a pretty wife on the 
stage, was sitting with me in the theatre not 
long since, when the conversation of a couple 
of young spngs directly behind us attracted 
our attention.
